Cosmos sought 


for tour 
of Australia 


The Philips League has been trying 
to sign the New York Cosmos for 
matches in Australia.

It 
would make the league lop-sided,” Mr Papasavas said. | 

“The success of Canberra and Newcastle has shown us 
that smaller towns or district can identify with a team much § 
more readily.”

@ Where and when did 
you start your playing 
career?

@ | read somewhere 
that in a Jeague match you 
actually scored a goal. 

That is quite true. On 
one occasion | scored 
from a penalty against 
Pecs, as none of the other 
players was prepared to 
take the spot kick in what 
was a crucial match for 
us. 


@ When was your first 
match in first division? 

It was in 1958 with MTK. 
Coincidentally my last first 
division match was 
against MTK in 1969.

In these 11 matches | 
conceded 12 goals and 
we won seven, drew one 
and lost three. In addition 
to the above | also played 
in the representative side 
of Budapest and with my 
various clubs I par- 
ticipated in many inter- 
national competitions. 


@ What do you con- 
sider your greatest suc- 
cess as a player? 

Without a doubt the 
winning of the Olympic 
gold medal in Tokyo, 
1964. 


@ / want to clarity how 
you actually obtained the 
gold medal! in Tokyo. | 
heard a story about this 
from one of the Hungarian 
soccer writers in London 
recently and | would like 
to hear your version. 

Actually there is a story 
attached to it. | played in 
every match leading up to 
the final and in the semi- 
final against Romania, a 
few minutes before the 


end when the game stood 


at a draw, | saved a 
penalty and threw the ball 
to Bene who scored the 
winning goal which put us 
into the final. When | 
saved the penalty, | broke 
a finger and | could not 
play in the final against 
Czechoslovakia. 


After winning the final, 
only 14 gold medals were 
given out to the players 
and the reserves, so there 
wasn’t one left for me. 


Our team management 
tried everything to obtain 
a medal for me as they 
considered | had a large 
share in the team’s suc- 
cess. Unfortunately, they 
failed. 


Eventually one of my 
playing colleagues got 
into financial difficulties 
and | bought the medal 
from him. So that is how I 
received my Olympic 
gold medal. 


@ When did you start 
your coaching career? 

| had studied coaching 
as a player and from 1970 
on | have coached at 
Tatabanya 2% years un- 
der Dr. Lakat, including a 
year in charge of the first 
team. During my stay at 
Tatabanya, we won the 
Mitropa Cup on two occa- 
sions. From there | moved 
to Szolnok MTE Second 
Division team where | 
spent two seasons. Last 
year, | was with Vasas 
working on the coaching 
staff led by Ferenc 
Kovacs, master coach 
(Kovacs is the current 
Hungarian national coach, 
having taken over from 
Baroti). 


@ Tell me something 
about your coaching ex- 
perience. 

Well, | actually started 
coaching when | was still 
an active player. | watched 
the work of recognised 
coaches and collected in- 
formation wherever | 
could. | am proud. to say 
that among the young 
Hungarian coaches, | am 
the most travelled, having 
visited a number of 
countries, including the 
following: é; 


One month with Sparta 
Rotterdam and Ajax in 
Holland, five weeks in 
England with Arsenal, 
Queens Park Rangers and 
West Ham United, three 
weeks in Yugoslavia with 
Vojvodina and two weeks 
in the Soviet Union with 
Dinamo Kiev. 


During my study tours, | 
had the opportunity to 












, 


pick up trade secrets from 
famous coaches and of 
course during my playing 
career, | have also been 
coached by well known 
identities. 


@ Can you tell me what 
impressed you most dur- 
ing your period of study? 

Yes, but this is very dif- 
ficult to condense in a few 
sentences. Firstly, let’s 
talk about the local ex- 
perts. 


Marton Bukovi: One of 
his comments was. that 
although soccer is played 
with your feet, the 
deciding factor is the 
head, not the outside of it, 
but the inside. In other 
words, he prefers in- 
telligent footballers. 


Nandor Hidegkuti: He 
believed in establishing a 
friendly atmosphere 
within the club, where 
players and coaches 
worked together and for 
each other. If you have 
this atmosphere, even 
hard work can be en- 
joyed. 


Rudolf i{llivezky: 
Unbelievable self- 
discipline and willpower, 
fanatical approach, set- 
ting a good example and a 
will to win. 


Lajos Baroti: Faith in 
his carefully selected 
players. Once a player 
has been selected, he 
must be given a chance to 
prove himself. 


Dr. Karoly Lakat: His 
high qualifications and his 
knowledge of many 
diverse subjects impres- 
sed me. 

Among coaches | have 
been in contact with in 
other countries, Vujadin 
Boskov at Vojvodina im- 
pressed me with his 
perseverance, punctuality 
and outstanding 
organisational ability. 


Istvan Kovacs, (Ajax): 
Arrived as a relatively un- 
known to the already 
world-famous Ajax. From 
him |! picked up valuable 
pointers as to how one 
can and should treat so- 
called star players and 
how one can maintain a 
close relationship with 
them. His very correct yet 
fanatical approach to his 
Job is exemplary. | 
observed how he put 
down the foundation of 
total soccer at Ajax.

Brian Greenwood, the 
current national coach of 
England, showed with 
West Ham his exceptional 
abilities. It was exemplary 
how he controlled the 
whole club, not only the 
first team, but all the 
reserves, juniors etc. He 
has a tremendous 
capacity for work. | 
learned a lot from him.

@ What is your basic 
principle in coaching? 

First of all, | set a very 
high standard for my 
players as well as for 
myself. | do not like 
average performances. 


One has to move fast 
because if you want to 
learn only what is suf- 
ficient for today it will 
probably be insufficient 
tomorrow. 

In order to have a suc- 
cessful team, all players 
are required to contribute 
to the maximum of their 
ability and must take 
responsibilities. 

If you look at the hard 
and fast West German, 
Dutch or English soccer, 
we can see that succes- 
sful professional soccer 
can be compared with the 
jungle. 

Those who are strong 
and fierce will survive. 
The weak and lazy will 
perish. 

In modern soccer, 
those who are only play- 
ing around are replaced 
by those with fighting 
spirit and the will to win. 
For the dedicated even 
hard training between 
hard matches is not 
tiresome. 

| do not like to differen- 
tiate between professional 
and amateur on the basis 
of payment. 

In my opinion, the 
amateur enjoys the game 
when he has the ball. He 
is having fun! The job for 
the professional really 
starts when the opposi- 
tion has the ball and he 
has to win it back. 

@ What is your opinion 
of the various systems of 
play? 

It is fashionable to talk 
about systems such as 4- 
3-3 or 4-2-4 or 4-4-2 etc. 
There are many variations 
possible, but the impor- 
tant thing is how the 
coach's tactical ideas are 
carried out on the field 
and how effective they 
are. 


@ What do you know 
about your future team 
and what do you consider 
as your number one 
priority when you take 
over St. George 
Budapest? 

Well, | consider it very 
important to obtain 
as much advance infor- 
mation as possible about 
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as the opposition. | must 
find out what is the 
players’ loading capacity 
with regards to training 
and how well were they 
prepared condition-wise, 
technically and tactically 
in the past. One cannot 
just dive in and start off 
with a new team without 
giving these matters con- 
sideration, otherwise 
problems can occur later. 


@ Broadly speaking, 


what sort of plans do you 
have for the team? 


ideally, | would like to 
develop a team which has 
style and effectiveness to 
draw supporters. Soccer 
is a great game, but it is 
not desirable to play it 
before empty terraces. 


Lack of supporters can af- 
fect the players and 
naturally also affects the 
club financially. 


Players must unders- 
tand that they are enter- 
tainers and have to play 
their part in increasing at- 
tendances. 


@ What information do 
you have about your new 
team? 


Frank Arok, a very 
good friend of mine, who 
has spent some time at St. 
George, gave me a lot of 
very valuable information. 


Recently, | learnt from him 
that St. George covers a 
large district and a lot of 
junior teams and schools. 
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From left: Gelei exchanges ideas with fellow coaches Boskovics (MTK), Arok (Vo- 
jvodina) and Kovacs (Ajax). Frank Arok, former boss of St. George, has given Gelei 
valuable information about his new club. 


‘If you learn only what 
is sufficient for today, it 
will probably be insuf- 
ficient tomorrow.

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With the lure of the 
glamorous European and 
American soccer scenes 
threatening to drain Australia 
of so many talented 
youngsters, there comes good 
news from Melbourne. 

While the Kosminas, the 
Johnstons and the Byrnes are battl- 
ing to forge a career among the 
world’s best, South Melbourne 
Hellas ‘starlet’ Duncan Cummings 


Says he has no ambition to play 
overseas. 


“’m happy to stay in Australia,” 
said Duncan. “The money’s good 
= here and the standard of the 
* national league is very high and 
: always improving. 

“Besides, | want to play for Australia in 
the 1982 World Cup finals in Spain. That's 
my real ambition and my chances of get- 
ting picked in the team could be affected if 


| were playing overseas instead of in 
Australia.” 


Duncan Cummings is a level-headed young 
man. A $10,000 star at 17, he remains unaf- 
fected and has a realistic outlook towards his 
society. 

Now 19, Cummings has learnt that soccer is 
no bed of roses and with the experience he 
has gained during his relatively short senior 
career, added to his undoubted ability, he will 
surely be one of Australia’s superstars in the 
years to come. 


‘I’d transfer’ 


Duncan is largely an untapped talent, What 
we've seen so far is merely the tip of the 
iceberg. 

However, South Melbourne Hellas could 
be In danger of losing him. 

Without being resentful towards any In- 
dividuals, Duncan expressed disappointment 
in the way Hellas continued to buy players, es- 
peciaily forwards. 

“When the club buys someone,” said 
Duncan, “the players in the team are put un- 
der pressure. The club is virtually saying that 
some of the players aren't good enough. 

“Hellas has four forwards for next year 
(Cummings, Alun Evans, George Campbell 
and Chris Kent), and there's talk of buying 
another one, | don’t agree with that. We might 
be a bit weak in the midfield, but the team 
should be allowed ito settle. 

“If | couldn’t get a regular place in the 
team, the natural thing to do is to transfer to 
another club,” 

Earlier this season, when Duncan was 
dropped from the Hellas team, it was 
rumoured that Canberra City was interested 
in buying him. 

“Canberra was interested,” said Duncan, 
“but | think the Hellas committee was divided 
on whether to sell me. In any case, | don't 
think | would like to move interstate. I'd

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probably miss my family and friends too 
much. 

“But if Hellas buys any more forwards, I'll 
have to think seriously about my future with 
the club.” 

Hopefully Cummings won't have anything 
to worry about, for if Hellas transferred the 
young forward, the club would be the loser. 

Soccer wasn't the first sport Cummings 
played. His first venture on the sporting field 
was in Australian Rules football. 

However, at the age of nine, he joined 
Melbourne soccer club juniors (under 10s). 
He was a forward, as he is now. 

He enjoyed great success as a junior, scor- 
ing many goals and gaining selection to 
various State junior representative teams. 

He played junior soccer up to under 14 but 
was then whisked away and placed in 
Melbourne reserve team. 

In 1972, however, he quit soccer and 
returned to Aussie Rules. 

“| switched because of the distance | had to 
travel for soccer,” said Duncan. “I live in 
Chadstone and had to take a train all the way 
to Albert Park and back for training (a trip of 
about 12 kilometres). 

“But I'd never make it in top-line Aussie 
Rules. I'm not big enough!" 

Duncan spent a season away from soccer, 
then returned in 1973. 

“Melbourne offered me a contract, so! went 
back,” said Cummings. 

Melbourne was in the State League, but 
struggling. 

“We finished second bottom in 1973,” said 
Duncan, “and didn’t do much better the 
following year. But we did reach the Ampol 
Cup final in ’74.” 

Melbourne was eventually relegated to the 
First Division in 1975, and was again relegated 


the year after. Duncan said the club brought 
the trouble on itself. 

“They kept selling players to get a few bob,” 
he said. “There were some players who 
couldn’t stay because they owed it to 
themselves to go on to better things, but still 
Melbourne sold too many good players. 

Some of the players at Melbourne during 
Cummings’ time were Joe Palinkas (St. 
George, now Footscray JUST), Steve 
Bleskany, Alistair Scott, Charlie Kelly (now 
Croydon), Graham Morgan (now Box Hill), 
Joe Szabo (now Kellor Austria) and Aukie 
Waaldyk (now Box Hill). 

Cummings made his first-team debut with 
Melbourne in 1973 at the age of 15. It was a 
majestic start for the youngster, as he scored 
both goals in Meibourne’s 2-0 win over Keilor 
Austria. 

However, when Melbourne finished bottom 
in 1975, Duncan.decided he would have to 
leave, 

“| didn’t want to play in the First Division,” 
he said. “It wouldn’t have helped my game 
any, So | asked to be transferred. There was a 
bit of trouble getting away from the club 
though. Melbourne wanted $15,000. That was 
a ridiculous amount. It didn’t cost them 
anything, and they paid me only $10 a game.” 

St. George of Sydney showed interest, but 
Duncan moved to South Melbourne Hellas for 
$10,000. 

He was just 17! 

You would think the pressure would be too 
much for such a young player. After all, 
$10,000 is a lot of money for a player, es- 
pecially if he’s a teenager. 

“| didn't feel any pressure,” said Duncan. "| 
fitted in weil at Hellas because my father was a 
good friend of Stevie Walker, who was in the 
team, and | knew Chris Kalafatidis and Arthur 
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Xanthopolous from the Victorian under 18 
Squad. 

“The big transfer fee didn’t affect me and | 
now feel like I’ve been with Hellas all my life.” 

Duncan added that Jimmy Mackay was a 
great help in the early days. 

“With Jimmy supplying the passes, | 
couldn’t go wrong,” said Cummings, who 
praised Mackay as the best player he’s seen 
at Hellas. 

Hellas and Cummings had a good 1976, but 


1977 was a bitter disappointment to both club 


and player. 

Duncan missed most of the season with an 
achilles tendon injury, and Hellas finished in 
the bottom third of the Philips League in its in- 
augural season. 

Cummings explains how he got the injury. 

“We were playing Ringwood City in a pre- 
season practice match,” said Duncan, “and | 
went up for a header. By accident, one of the 
Ringwood players spiked the back of my leg 
with a stud and that damaged the tendon.” 

Duncan then began months of frustration. 
He saw 20 different specialists in an attempt to 
get the tendon mended, but to no avail. 

In June he gave up and had to have an 
operation. 

He completed the tong haul back by playing 
in Hellas’ last three games. 

_ “It was a bad year for the club,” he said. 
“There were a lot of players coming and go- 
ing, and a fair bit of ill feeling.” 

1977 was a write-off soccer-wise for 
Duncan and the start of the 1978 season 
wasn't much better. 

“| played only a couple of games in the PSL 
in 1977,” said Duncan, “and didn’t really know 
what the standard was like. 


Played poorly 


“The practice games we had at the start of 
this season opened my eyes. | had gone from 
the State League to the national league, which 
was much faster and harder. | played poorly in 
the practice games, and was dropped after 
two leaque games. 


“| decided I'd have to really work hard at 
training, and lift my game. t did this and even- 
tually won my place back.” 


With his form regained, Duncan then faced 
the problem of competition from imports Alun 
Evans from Walsall, and George Campbell 
from Aberdeen. 


“Alun and ‘Georgie are very good players,” 
said Duncan. “Alun is great to play with 
because he’s always moving to receive the # 
ball, and creates openings with his flick-ons. ° | 

“Peter Ollerton, our old centre forward, is 
also a very good player. But he’s different to 
Alun. Peter doesn’t fight for the ball and off 


the field he doesn’t get on too well with 
coaches.” 


And what about Duncan’s future in 
Australian soccer? 

“I'd'like to be able to play as a professional 
in this country,” he said, “but if | were offered 
the chance in the next few years I'd have to be 
able to finish my apprenticeship (in electrical 
engineering) so I'd have something to go back 
to.” 

As you see, Duncan Cummings knows what 
he’s doing.

In the biggest form reversal seen this

Poor Albion Leyland finds itself

It owes about $8000 in unpaid wages and 
signing-on fees to its players, who want free 
transfers If the debts are not paid. 

If the club raises the money to pay the debts, 
it is likely to start next season with an empty 
bank account and players seeking to leave to 
avoid getting Into further financial difficulties. 

if it can't pay the debts, resulting In players 
transferring to other clubs, Albion will have no 
team for next season — or, at best, a team not 
strong enough for the State League — unless it 
amaigamates with Sunshine quickly. 

(There Is still a strong possibility that fhis will 
happen later this year).

On the other hand, Albion should not be 
citicised too harshly, either. It expected the 
State League to be a better financial proposition 
than it has turned out to be. 

it is becoming more and more obvious that 
State League clubs must stop paying wages 
which are not justified by gate receipts. You can 
pay out only what comes in. That's simple 
arithmetic. 

1 know that other Income — from social func- 
tions, for example — can also be taken into ac- 





count. But is it desirable that a club directs 
every ounce of its energy towards paying the 
wages of players whose glamorous task it is to 
entertain perhaps 100 or 200 spectators at the 
round? : 

if the clubs with little support got together 
and agreed that wages must be lowered, it 
would benefit them greatly. 

Croatia and Makedonia — two clubs that 
CAN afford high wages — are able to use only so 
many players between them. 

The others would have to accept the prevail- 
ing reality in the rest of the league. 

Going one step further, the VSF could 
reorganise its league structure altogether by 
calling applications for one “professional” 
league in which players’ wages are fixed. 

The other leagues would use only amateur 
players. 

The professional league would, of course, in- 
clude Makedonia, Croatia, George Cross, and 
other State League clubs with sufficient sup- 
port. Clubs like Fawkner, Werribee, Western 
Suburbs, Morwell Falcons and others with 
Potente for crowd support, could also be in- 
cluded.
